fantry. France has 145 divisioaal reg- 
imeats of the line, each of 3 battalions 
and 4 companies.

the 


line, each with 51 officers aud 1560 
mea, scattered ia the various forts of 
France. There are 30 battalions of 
chasscurs-a-pied, each with 19 officers 
aad 552 men. Four regiments of 
zouaves have each 72 officers and 2551 
nieu. 
There are four regiments of 


'•tirailleurs, each with 103 officers 
and 2G32 men; two regiments "es- 
trangers" aud five battalions of Afri- 
can light iafantry. 


There are 16 regular regiments of 


cavalry and eight companies of '•cav- 
aliers de remonte," of 229 mea each. 
Of artillery there are 40 regiments of 
field—428 mounted batteries, 52 horse 
batteries, 16 mountain batteries, and 
12 batteries, monnted and mountain, 
in Tunis aad Algiers. For engiaeers 
France has six regiments of sappers 
and miners, of which five contain each 
three battalions and one company of 
sapper conductors, and the other four 
battalions and one company of sapper 
coadactors.
